Considerable attention has been drawn in 
recent months to the new Australian barrier 
now getting its first official trials in America 
at Hialeah Park in Florida and many opinions 
pro and con have been advanced by many more 
or less informed persons. The Maryland 
Horse requested, in order to have first hand in¬ 
formation on the barrier, that Major G. L. 
Stryker, Secretary of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association and an owner-trainer- 
breeder in his own right, should examine the 
starting at Hialeah from the Gray barrier and 
report his observations on his return from a 
Florida trip. The Editor has seen many good 
starts as well as some poor ones from the 
barrier on the other side of the water but has 
had no opportunity to see it in action here and 
we are indebted to Major Stryker for his infor¬ 
mation herewith imparted to our readers. Major 
Stryker on three mornings watched the school¬ 
ing from the barrier of the juveniles as well 
as watching the official demonstration before 
the Association of State Racing Commissioners 
and the starting of the two year old races on 
three occasions from the barrier, and he comes 
out strongly in favor of the adoption of the 
barrier. 

It is the opinion of Major Stryker that the 
success of the barrier depends on the abilities 


of the starter and whether the jockeys like it 
or not. In other words if the boys do not like 
the barrier they can, by forcing bad starts and 
tying things up at the post, so influence the 
racing associations that they will not universally 
adopt the new gate. Certainly the gate will 
tend to teach the boys better horsemanship and 
it will tend to get the horses off in motion if 
the starters do their part properly. The Gray 
barrier, whose inventor is now superintending 
its operation in Florida, is entirely fool-proof 
in its simplicity of operation and lack of 
mechanical gadgets to go wrong, and woe betide 
the boy who makes a run at it and gets caught. 
All care is now being taken that there shall be 
no accidents to mar the barrier’s so far good 
record, but whether all starters will take the 
pains Starter Cassidy is taking remains to be 
seen. 

As far as Maryland goes the indications now 
are that there will be no change recommended 
by the Commissioners but this may be changed 
before racing commences at Bowie this Spring. 
We wish Mr. Widener well with his experiment 
in Florida and if it proves to be the success we 
think it should be, it is our hope that the Gray 
barrier will be introduced at all courses so that 
the young racers will find the same conditions 
wherever they go. 
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The Tampering Bill 

The expected bill, fathered by the Racing 
Commission, to make the tampering with horses 
a felony with a penalty of up to three years in 
jail and a fine, has been introduced in the 
Maryland Legislature at Annapolis and there 
now appears a very general sentiment in its 
favor. Indications are that the measure will 
have little difficulty in getting passed but we 
still ask all of our Maryland readers to strongly 
urge their representatives at the State Capital 
that nothing must stop the making of this 
measure a law. Another bill, slightly different 
in its wording, but covering the same ground, 
has also been intoduced by a member of the 
other political faction. It does not seem to make 
much difference which is passed, so long as one 
IS passed, but it seems to us that that drawn 
up under the guidance of our well informed 
and excellently functioning Racing Commis¬ 
sion might have been well left in a clear field 
without any red herring been drawn across 
the trail in the shape of similar bills.

Canter and Ladkin: Apology 

The last issue of The Maryland Horse, 
which went to press before all figures for the 
past year’s racing were available, prematurely 
awarded to the stallion Ladkin the title of 
Leading Maryland Sire for 1936. Complete 
figures now available show that this honour 
goes to Mr. J. W. Y. Martin’s Maryland bred 
and owned Canter, whose picture is reproduced 
on our front cover. Our apologies are offered to 
Mr. Martin for this oversight and we hasten 
to correct the error. In America there arc 
two sets of figures kept on winning sires, those 
by that most enterprisingly weekly, *‘The Blood 
Horse,” cover, as is done in most racing coun¬ 
tries, first monies only: those compiled by the 
sport’s chief statistician, **Daily Racing Form” 
cover all monies won by the get of the sires. 
Thus under ”The Blood Horse system the 
records of Canter and Ladkin show but 
$49,36 5 to the former’s credit and $48,490 to 
the credit of the latter, for the full year of 
1936. 

A wire to Statistician R. J. Brooks of "Daily 
Racing Form’s” Chicago office elicited the in¬ 
formation that the complete records, for monies 
earned, of Canter and Ladkin are as follows: 


Canter: 41 starters, 89 wins, 94 seconds, 

97 thirds. Total won $67,012. 

Ladkin: 30 starters, 76 wins, 54 seconds, 

51 thirds. Total won $59,965. 

It is pertinent to note that this Maryland- 
bred sire Canter has sired two winners of the 
Maryland Futurity; sired winners of 3 37 races 
worth approximately $270,000; been on the 
list of Twenty Leading Sires; been in fourth 
place on list of Sires of Two Year Old Winners 
and, lastly, in racing himself Canter won over 
$150,000. His rival Ladkin has sired winners 
of more money than any other stallion in the 
State over a period of years, his get having won 
over $450,000.

New England Racing 

Many Marylanders annually ship from the 
State’s tracks to the salubrious New England 
climate for their summer racing and elsewhere 
in this issue will be found an advertisement of 
the stakes to be run at the *Big Three’ tracks 
of Narragansett Park, Suffolk Downs and 
Rockingham Park where racing will run from 
May to November, and no less than $1,700,000 
will be offered for the horsemen to compete 
for, during 167 days of racing. Three $2 5,000 
Specials will be offered by the three tracks 
which have amicably pooled facilities to offer 
visitors the best in racing entertainment. Nar¬ 
ragansett offers the Narragansett Special and 
the New England Futurity; this latter to 
gross over $5 5,000; Suffolk Downs offers the 
Massachusetts Handicap and the Yankee Stakes 
and Rockingham Park’s Chief attraction is 
the Rockingham Park Handicap. Breeders will 
be pleased to note that at least seven stakes will 
be devoted to the so-called Veaker sex’.

First Foal 

First foal of 1937 reported in Maryland is a 
chestnut filly by Ladkin from Magothy by the 
dead ’‘ Sir Greysteel that arrived Feb. 1 at Labrot 
& Company’s Holly Beach Farm, Annapolis. 
Magothy will visit the farm’s leading sire, 
’•'Kantar this year. It will be appreciated if 
farm owners and managers will report their 
foaling news promptly to The Maryland 
Horse. 
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Holly Beach Farm 


One of the largest and busiest of Maryland’s 
horse breeding farms is the Holly Beach Farm of 
Labrot & Co. which covers 2 500 acres of good 
land on the shores of the Chesapeake Bay some ten 
miles from the city of Annapolis. Though the 
property of the late Sylvester W. Labrot since 
15^07 it was almost a score of years later that 
that gentleman, having more or less retired 
from business, decided to develop his hobby of 
raising blood horses and in England purchased 
the stallion '‘Sir Greysteel and a dozen mares. 
From this small beginning has developed the 
present establishment of 45 mares, three stal¬ 
lions, and a crop of two-year-olds to be sold 
this spring as well as another crop of now 
yearlings. 

Prior to the passing of the stud’s founder a 
racing establishment was maintained which 
starred such illustrious Maryland breds as Tred 
Avon, winner of $70,000; her sister Monel 
(mile in 1.3 5 2-5); Springsteel; Rush Hour 
and Toolbox, as well as a number of lesser 
stars. To care for the racing stable there was 
built a mile track and a training stable, some 
three miles from the main Stud Farm. Here the 
young stock goes after weaning for develop¬ 
ment for sale. The farm proper is divided into 
two sections for the breeding stock and the 
dairy. At the first section. Holly Beach, is the 
imported sire Kantar, a compactly made brown 
horse whose first American foals arrive very 
soon now, there being 30 mares in foal to him. 
'*■ Kantar was a first class race horse in France 


and has steadily improved his position as a sire, 
he having one of the top juveniles in France last 
year, Joseph E. Widener’s Victrix. 

'•‘Aethelstan, imported by a Maryland group 
last fall is also at Holly Beach for his first 
season. Aethelstan, one of France’s leading 
stallions, is a big rugged horse of quiet and 
steady disposition and is occupying the quarters 
once the home of '•'Light Brigade. Some twenty- 
two early foaling mares, including Tred Avon; 
her sister Treadhaven; the good mare Dinah 
Did Upset; Peeping Star, dam of Springsteel; 
and '“'White Glade, dam of four winners, are at 
Flolly Beach awaiting the arrival of their foals 
by such sires as "Kantar, Sun Beau, Neddie, 
Hard Tack, Annapolis, Happy Time, Chance 
Play, Crack Brigade, Ladkin and "'Happy Argo. 

The stallion Happy Time, a brilliantly fast 
son of High Time and, for his limited oppor¬ 
tunities, a prolific sire of winners, and fifteen 
or so more mares are located at Sandy Point, 
three miles from Holly Beach. These are late 
foaling mares and the maiden and barren mares 
which are in a big shed, running out at all 
times. Here, too, are a dozen yearling fillies, 
the overflow from the Training Stable, and 
there appear to be some very good prospects 
among them. Holly Beach Farm is now oper¬ 
ated by Mrs. S. W. Labrot and her two sons, 
William H. and Sylvester, and all the activi¬ 
ties of the property are under the general 
management of Charles O. Dulin. A list of 
the Holly Beach stock follows:

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Pimlico Stakes 

The Maryland Jockey Club will present four 
large stakes at its historic course at Pimlico in 
the City of Baltimore. Two of these stakes 
close for entries on March 15, The Preakness 
and the Dixie Handicap; the other two, the 
Baltimore Handicap and the Pimlico Nursery, 
will close later on. Once more The Preakness 
takes its place among the most valuable offer¬ 
ings for second season animals for its value 
has been increased to $50,000 added, as it used 
to be in the good old pre-depression days. By 
so increasing the value of this stake the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club undoubtedly will be assured 
of all of the top three year olds being on hand 
and the increased value of all purses will tend 
to cause owners to bring to Maryland all of 
their stables rather than just shipping in their 
stars for the one race. The owner of the 
second horse in The Preakness receives $5,000; 
of the third, $3,000; of the fourth $2,000, and 
geldings are now eligible to the stake. 

The historic Dixie Handicap, hoary with 
tradition, will this year carry $10,000 in added 
money and, as The Preakness, will run over the 
mile and three-sixteenths course. The Baltimore 
Spring Handicap will be worth $5,000 in added 
money and the Pimlico Nursery $2,500.

Speed Begets Speed: Balking 

Shortly before the New Year dawned Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt and his trainer J. H. (Bud) 
Stotler were interviewed in California by the 
Morning Telegraph’s ace correspondent, Dave 
Alexander, relative to the class of their Hi- 
Jack colt,’ Jack Be Nimble. Mr. Vanderbilt 
then stated that many people had thought and 
said that the Hi-Jack colt was a faster colt 
than Airflame, but that a horse of Airflame’s 
scintillating speed came but once in a great 
while to any owner. A day or two later the 
Sagamore outfit started a home-bred filly by the 
farm’s great sprinting sire, Balko, out of the 
young mare Bodega by Coventry, once winner 
of the Preakness, his only victory. To the 
surprise of the watchers the filly took the track 
to cover the first quarter in 22 l/5 seconds 
and to win in 3 3 seconds flat, equalling Air- 
flame’s record time of last winter at the same 
track. The race is conceded to have been a 
yet more sterling performance than that of 
the Ariel colt in that the track was distinctly 


not as fast as it had been when the colt made 
his record. Thus it was a filly, bred in Mary¬ 
land, and not the highly touted Jack Be Nimble, 
who incidentally did win his first start, that 
appeared to confound the dictum of her youth¬ 
ful owner. January 16 the filly easily won 
again, this time in 3 3 l/5. 

Balking comes by her speed honestly, as few 
faster horses have been out in recent years than 
was Balko, winner of many important short 
distance stakes and holder of the six-furlong 
straight-course record of 1.09 2/5 with a 
steadier of 136 lbs. on his back. Bodega has 
already produced a speedy racer in Balcony and 
is out of the mare Malmsey by His Majesty. 
Bodega’s sire Coventry is by '‘'Negofol, not a 
horse that one associates with begetting of ex¬ 
treme speed. Thus it appears that to Balko is 
his daughter indebted for that useful com¬ 
modity in a race horse. It is a great many 
years since Admiral Rous, Dictator of the 
English Turf, was asked for the three prime 
essentials of a good race horse. Opined the 
Admiral "The first essential is SPEED; the 
second is MORE SPEED and the third is YET 
MORE SPEED.” ’Tis still a true word.

Harford County Meeting 

The monthly meeting of the Harford County 
Horse Breeders’ Association held on Tuesday, 
the 27th, at Prospect Hill, Bel Air, was most 
successful and probably the most enjoyed since 
the club’s establishment five months ago. It is 
the custom of the club to have a well-known 
speaker at each meeting. At this meeting they 
had the pleasure of listening to Mr. Perkins, 
a representative of a well-known medical supply 
company in New York. Mr. Perkins spoke on 
Supplementary Feeding which he put over in 
a very pleasing manner, exhibiting pictures, 
and bones of horses showing formations and 
ailments of the legs which may have been 
caused by the animals’ not getting the necessary 
vitamins. The President of the Maryland Horse 
Breeder’s Association, Mr. Chester F. Hockley, 
was present. In introducing the speaker Mr. 
Hockley explained to the assembly the work 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion, and he also stated that he would like 
to see other counties form such organizations 
as Harford County is now enjoying. 
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Foaling Time 

Notes by ^^The Deacon^* 


As the foaling season is approaching the fol¬ 
lowing notes may be of interest to the small 
breeder, especially the person having his or her 
first experience with foaling mares. 

The mare to foal in 1937 should now be in 
good healthy condition, strong and in good 
flesh, but not fat. A good daily ration for a 
pregnant mare is as follows. In the morning 
feed 4 quarts of clean oats, preferably rolled 
just enough to flatten, and if the hay rack is 
empty give 5 to 6 lbs. of hay before turning out 
for exercise, which should be done every day if 
weather permits. If the sun is shining and the 
ground slippery with ice, do not turn out, for 
a bad fall is frequently followed by abortion. 
It is most essential to keep the stall clean and 
dry. A sprinkling of hydrated lime over the 
floor before replacing the straw is very helpful 
when cleaning out the stalls. 

Keep fresh water with the mare at all times. 
Her evening feed should consist of 6 quarts of 
rolled oats, 1 quart cracked yellow corn and 2 
quarts of wheat bran. This feed should be 
just moistened with warm water, not made 
sloppy, every evening. This will tend to keep 
the mare’s bowels in nice shape, and sometimes 
saves a drastic physic which is not good for a 
pregnant mare. The writer also uses 3 ounces 
of raw linseed oil twice a week in the evening 
feed, not just put in the feed, but thoroughly 
mixed, and finds it very beneficial to regulate 
the mare. Her rack should be filled with hay 
each evening. It is surprising the quantity a 
brood mare can clean up. 

She should, if possible, be allowed to have her 
foal in a box stall that she is accustomed to. Do 
not change her to a strange stall the evening 
she looks like foaling. Suppose your mare was 
bred April 20, 1936, then she is due to foal 
March 20, 1937. She will, in all probability, 
foal after March 20. Some go two weeks or 
more, over. Remember you have kept your 
mare a long time to produce you a foal, so 
don’t neglect her at the most critical time. 
As the foaling date approaches, visit her every 
night around 9 P. M., going into her stall, 
taking hold of her head, patting her, talking to 
her. Walk around her and get her accustomed 


to having you around at night, it will prevent 
her being so nervous when the big time comes. 
Unless you have electric lights in your barn 
use a strong lantern, having a place to hang 
it out of the way. Do not carry it in your hand 
around the stall. Do not open the door and 
use a flash light throwing shadows around the 
stall, keep your mare quiet and comfortable. 

Some time before her time is up the mare’s 
udder will become distended, her teats getting 
larger, and gradually filling day by day until 
the udder and teats are very taut. When wax 
appears on end of teats, and by looking from 
the rear the udder seems to be very large and 
of a shiny appearance, as a general rule the 
mare is ready to foal. 

You will also notice that each side of the 
hind-quarters, from the pelvis back, has a 
sunken appearance. 

I really think the best advice to give to a 
man who has had no experience with foaling 
mares is to visit a neighbor, who he knows 
has had experience, or someone in charge of a 
stallion in his district, and talk the thing over. 
In this day of good roads and cars, he will 
likely be within one-half hours drive from your 
farm, and he will probably be glad to assist 
when you give him a call. Immediately before 
foaling your mare will probably be very nerv¬ 
ous, and the man with no experience is apt to 
get nervous too, not making a very good com¬ 
bination. By writing to The Maryland 
FIorse, the novice can obtain a very detailed 
explanation, on **Do’s” and **Don ts at foal¬ 
ing time, and care of mare and foal, this infor¬ 
mation being free to all. 

Above all things at foaling time, DON’T 
get flustered. Let Nature alone and you will 
seldom get into trouble. Try to hurry Nature’s 
processes up and you’re apt to get into trouble. 
Usually mares lie down to foal, and often they 
will get up and lie down again frequently 
before foaling. When the mare starts straining 
and a rush of fluid appears things are going 
along as they ought to. Soon a foot appears 
followed by another. Then a head will be seen, 
the mare giving great heaving motions the

Periodic Ophthalmia 

An important communication from the Horse 
and Mule Association of America. 

You may be the next to have a good horse 
go blind, for this disease, while net general, is 
widespread. It has been known and described 
for more than 2,000 years, but has baffled vet¬ 
erinarians and research investigators in a dozen 
or more nations, and its cause is still unknown. 

Because it affects all classes of horses and 
mules, and appears to be increasing, the Horse 
and Mule Association of America has under¬ 
taken a nationwide study of the disease, with a 
view of gathering facts about where it occurs 
and what the conditions are where it appears, 
which can serve as the basis for some practical 
work along preventive lines. 

The Association had Dr. C. J. Marshall of 
the Veterinary School of the University of 
Pennsylvania summarize all known research and 
veterinary knowledge down to November 1, 
1936; arranged with Col. R. J. Foster, Chief of 
the Veterinary Corps, U. S. Army, to prepare a 
statistical study of the occurrence of the disease 
among all U. S. Army horses for the past 13 
years, which has been completed. The Associa¬ 
tion has also received reports from state veteri¬ 
narians, and agricultural colleges, from every 
state in the union, as to the occurrence of this 
disease in their states. 

All this has been done, but it is only the 
beginning. The urgent need is for thousands 
of reports from men who have had the disease 
among their horses, or who know of animals in 
their localities that are, or that have been, 
affected. 

Mass data is needed, to permit the Association 
to map the areas where the disease occurs most 
numerously and frequently. A nutritional de¬ 
ficiency may be the cause, and area studies will 
help determine whether this is true. 

Names and addresses of correspondents will 
not be disclosed to anyone, as Wayne Dinsmore, 
Secretary of the Association, realizes that full 
information will not be forthcoming except 
under pledge of secrecy as to indentities, which 
will be kept.

Imported 'Chasers 

In the fall of last year thirty-six American 
sportsmen and women got together on a plan 
to popularize and improve the steeplechasing 
sport and to that end contributed the sum of 
$2,500 each towards a central fund for the 
importation of a horse apiece from France. The 
idea was to have the British Bloodstock Agency, 
through its Paris branch headed by the Mar¬ 
quis Jules de Saint Sauveur, purchase jumpers 
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in France, and these arrived here early in the 
new year, going direct to Belmont Park. There 
the horses were allotted, by drawing names from 
a hat, to their new owners, who had no idea 
previously what horse they would get. The 
sum expended was approximately $75,000 and 
the balance of $15,000 is to go to races for 
steeplechasers in the shape of purse additions. 
A number of tracks have stated that special 
races would be staged for the imported horses 
and doubtless the hunt meets will follow suit. 
This is as it should be for as one looks around 
and notes the many owners of good racers on 
the flat who have come to the game through 
the jumping sport one realizes that anything 
to improve the interest in this branch of the 
game should be supported. Just offhand the 
names of ’'J^^illiam Robinson Coe, Townsend 
Bradley Martin, Harold Talbott, Wm. duPont, 
Jr. come to mind, though there are many more. 

Two Maryland names appear on the roster 
of those who subscribed to the Subscription 
Horses, they being the well known polo playing 
owner-breeder J. W. Y. (Bill) Martin and Dr. 
Walter Wickes. To the lot of Mr. Martin fell 
the five year old bay horse Mothel, by Kohi- 
noor or Satyricon out of Maithagarria. Dr. 
Wickes’ allotment was the chestnut colt, four 
years old, Valpuiseaux, by Clarissimus out of 
Vallonia. Presumably these horses will join Mr. 
Martin’s Maryland Hunt Cup winner Inshore, 
in the stable of Maryland’s erstwhile top cross 
country rider, Frank A. Bonsai, who manages 
Worthington Farm for that gentleman.

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What Farmers Want in 1937 Model 
Horses 

‘*A good fast walk” — '^alertness” — and 
''ability to endure hard work in the heat.” 
These were the qualities most desired by farmers 
in their work stock, according to a survey 
which has just been completed by the Horse 
and Mule Association of America. The majority 
of farmers appear to prefer work horses and 
mules that are of medium size, thick made, 
with good underpinning. Animals that are 
from 15 hands (60 inches) to 16 hands (64 
inches) and that measure from 78 to 83 inches 
in heart girth were preferred. To get these 
facts, a trained horseman was sent on a trip 
which took him into 12 states. Travel was at 
the rate of only 100 miles per day, and the 
farmers interviewed were not selected, but "run 
of mine” farmers, taken as they came. 

The questions asked related to horse and mule 
breeding in the locality, increase if any, stallions 
available, and then the farmer was asked: "Have 
you a horse (or mule) that just suits you? 

Where the answer was in the affirmative, the 
horse or mule was led out and the height, heart 
girth, length of body, and distance from ground 
to floor of chest accurately measured and notes 
made regarding the set of legs, and the feet. 

A total of 243 work horses and 5 3 work 
mules were thus measured and checked. 
The horses averaged 62.65 inches in height, 
which is 15 hands 2-2/3 inches, (a hand is 4 
inches), girthed 80.04 inches, had body length 
of 40.48 inches and floor of chest was 33.09 
inches from ground. No less than 70% of the 
243 horses selected by the farmers themselves, as 
just what they wanted, were between 60 and 
64 inches,—that is from 15 up to 16 hands in 
height. In mules, 53 were selected as just 
what they wanted, by farmers, and measured. 
They averaged 62.8 inches in height at withers, 
girthed 78.06 inches, had body length of 40.44 
inches and were 3 3.99 inches from ground to 
floor of chest. It will be noted that their 
average height and length of body was almost 
the same as with the horses, but heart girth was 
about 2 inches less and distance from ground to 
floor of chest was .9 of an inch more. In 
other words they were almost an inch longer 
in leg, but no higher at top of withers: but the 
percentage of mules that were between 1 5 and 
16 hands high was less than in horses, only 


47.17% of the mules falling within those 
limits. The set of legs was generally very good 
on horses and mules preferred by farmers, and 
a great many said they preferred a certain 
animal because it walked faster, turned quicker, 
or stood hot weather better. In other words, 
a fast walk, alertness and ability to endure hard 
work in the heat, were clearly recognized by 
farmers as assets in their work animals.

Maryland Stockmen Meet 

At the Lord Baltimore Hotel early in Janu¬ 
ary the members of the Maryland Stockmen’s 
Association held their Annual Meeting in con¬ 
nection with the all-week meeting of the Farm 
Bureau and other farm associations. A good 
attendance was present when the keen Percheron 
breeder Mr. E. N. Derr, of Frederick, reported 
on conditions of the draft-horse industry In 
the State. Mr. Derr drew his hearers’ attention 
to the large number of purebred stock which 
has been brought into Maryland in the past 
year both from the West and from the home 
of the breeds most used in France and Belgium. 
Also we were told of the large demand for 
work horses of good type on all sides and of 
the demand for the services of draft sires. Mr. 
Derr reported on the excellent start made in 
the direction of a show of drafters annually to 
be held at the State Fair at Timonium and also 
he reported on the fine exhibitions held at Fred¬ 
erick and at Harwood in Southern Maryland. 
In all it appears that the draft horse industry 
in Maryland is in the best condition it has been 
in for many years. It was pointed out that more 
farmers and land owners had gone into the pro¬ 
duction of draft stock in the past year than 
ever before. 

The Editor of The Maryland Horse re¬ 
ported on the very healthy state of the light 
horse industry in Maryland and reported on 
the excellent prices obtained at sales held in 
the State in the past year. The functions of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association were ex¬ 
plained to the gathering and the incorrect belief 
held in many cases that the Association was a 
strictly light horse affair was dispelled. 

At the election of officers for the ensuing 
year the well known Percheron enthusiast, 
Kenneth A. Clark, Manager of the Wright 
Family’s group of farms at Frederick, was 
elected President.

Monocacy 
Farm, as was reported in our last issue, exhib¬ 
ited an excellent young stallion at the Inter¬ 
national Live Stock Exposition at Chicago in 
December, Bottineau by name. He placed fifth 
in a large class of horses of high quality. Head 
sire at Monocacy is the grand looking eleven 
year old Dragon, a descendant of the great 
breed sire of the same name.

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Lameness In Horses - Its Relation 
To Their Feed 

By Dr. D. M. Campbell, before the 17th Annual Meeting of the Horse and Mule Association of 

America, held in Chicago, December 2, 1936. 


A continuation from last month s The 
Maryland Horse of the paper read by Dr. D. 
M. Campbell before the 17th Annual Meeting 
of the Horse and Mule Association of America 
at Chicago, December 1936. 

The Philippine Research 
Following the publication referred to in 
1905, no further information was developed 
on this subject until 1923 when the army in 
the Philippines, carrying out a new policy of 
the War Department of using, so far as prac¬ 
ticable, products of the communities in which 
various organizations were stationed, substi¬ 
tuted copra meal and palay for two-thirds of 
the American oats formerly used, and native 
rice hay for half the ration of American hay 
that had been fed the army animals ever since 
the army had been in the Islands. The change 
in the ration was made gradually and not com¬ 
pleted till 1925. Disaster promptly followed and 
in 1926, 60% of all the army animals in the 
Philippines were lame or stumblers, most of 
them nearly or quite unserviceable. Sixteen per 
cent were suffering from big head. An investi¬ 
gation by army veterinary officers with funds 
supplied by the Army Medical Department Re¬ 
search Board placed the responsibility for the 
condition of the army animals definitely upon 
a calcium-phosphorous unbalance in the ration. 
The new Philippine ration contained calcium 
and phosphorus in the ration of 1:3. The in¬ 
vestigators found that a ration of 1:2 was 
safe for well animals, that a ration of 1:2.4 
definitely produced the disease in a considerable 
percentage of the animals consuming it. On a 
calcium-phosphorus ration of 1:1, affected 
animals speedily recovered if the disease had not 
advanced to a point where there was marked 
enlargement of the facial bones; even these 
cases were improved by the high-calcium low- 
phosphorus ration. 

The findings in this investigation were 
published in 1932, (Philippine Journal of 
Science, 49:1 September, 1932) and exten¬ 
sively reviewed in this country in 1933, (Veter¬ 


inary Medicine 28:6 June 1933 ). But it 
attracted little attention. In this country, 
osteomalacia, the term the Philippine investiga¬ 
tors (Majors Holt and Kinter) applied to the 
condition, was regarded as a rare disease; a 
disease characterized by an enlargement of the 
facial bones and not as the cause of spavin, 
ringbone, navicular disease and a host of lame- 
nessess. 

Professor Mitchell's Investigations 

The terminal stage of osteomalacia, the stage 
where there is a marked enlargement of the 
facial bones, occurs perhaps not at all in Great 
Britain. It was rare there in 1860 when Varnell 
first described it, but as is the case in America, 
but perhaps not to the same extent, horses in 
England and Scotland suffer from lameness of 
various types often accompanied by exostoses. 

Prof. Wm. Mitchell of the Royal (Dick) 
Veterinary College, Edinburgh, about 10 years 
ago, began making complete dissections of car¬ 
casses of such animals whenever he had the 
opportunity. He was astonished at what these 
dissections revealed. Regardless of where the 
lameness may have been located he found ex¬ 
tensive involvement of practically all articula¬ 
tions. Joints in which there was no history of 
the animal having been lame were as badly 
involved in a non-inflammatory degenerative 
process as those joints in which the animal had 
been severely lame. These findings agreed fully 
with the findings in the Philippine cases where 
the disease was far more severe, ran a far more 
rapid course, and in 16% of the cases, reached 
the terminal stage of big head. 

In addition to confirming the findings of the 
Army veterinarians in the Philippines, so far as 
bone lesions were concerned, Mitchell added 
much to our knowledge of the subject on the 
nervous phases of the ailment. Army veter¬ 
inarians had noted that affected animals were 
sometimes restless, and that occasional cases 
were unmanageable and vicious. Mitchell noted

while. Following the head there may be a bit 
of a struggle to get the shoulders by and if 
she is not making time get in there and give 
her a hand. Take a hold of the fore legs and 
pull, steadily and downwards BUT ONLY 
WHEN THE MARE IS STRAINING. In a 
moment the foal will be out and spluttering 
for air. Pull him around to his mother’s head 
and then she will be able to lick him dry with¬ 
out having to jump right up. But be sure to 
dress the severed stump of the navel cord with 
a good drying powder. Thus trouble is avoided. 

Soon the foal will be up and if left alone he 
will find the teat in due time. If the mare foals 
at night the next morning see that the foal’s 
bowels have moved, this is most important. If 
the manual removal of the hard fecies is not 
enough give an enema of warm soapy water. 

Provided everything was O. K. at foaling 
which is the case, 95% of the time, considera¬ 
tion must be given to the question of what 
stallion you intend to use for your mare. On 
the ninth day after foaling, if the mare is 
alright, it is a good time to breed her. If you 
have already booked your mare to the stallion 
keep in touch with the man in charge of him, 
letting him know when the mare foals. It helps 
the stallion man to know when to expect mares, 
he can then better regulate his work with the 
stallion. 

Should the stallion be a long distance away 
it is advisable to ship the mare and foal by 
van or train a day or two early, giving your 
mare the time to settle in strange surroundings. 
Leave her at the Stud Farm until the man in 
charge reports that she is ready to come home. 
If the stallion is within a short distance ship 
early on ninth morning after foaling and on 
arrival put the mare and foal in a box stall for 
at least 2 or 3 hours before service. If every¬ 
thing goes smoothly bring her home that eve¬ 
ning. After twelve days watch her very closely. 
She may come in season again anywhere from 
the fifteenth to twenty-third day, which 
means another trip to the stallion. 

While the mare is in season, you will notice 
your foal’s bowels may be loose but do not be 
alarmed. Should the foal continue to purge 


after the mare is out of season, call your local 
veterinarian. 

The writer considers it is far best to turn 
the mare and foal loose in van with plenty of 
bedding when shipping. The mare will not hurt 
the foal, and the latter will have access to the 
udder. Stop your van occasionally to let the 
foal nurse and the mare rest. A young foal 
probably nurses, 100 times in 24 hours. 

One thing is certain, the novice, or small 
breeder residing in Maryland, will find plenty 
of experienced breeders, perfectly willing to 
help him. Associations such as The Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association and the Harford 
County Breeders’ Association do much to help 
to make the State of Maryland an ideal location 
for small breeders.

2. And Maryland is singularly lacking in 
high class sires; my impression is the only sire 
now standing in Maryland that gained a place 
on the list of the leading twenty has been 
Canter, and in all fairness I do not think any¬ 
one will claim Canter is a high class sire. 

3. Saratoga is and always will be the natural 
market for the sale of yearlings because the 
sale is held in August in conjunction with the 
month’s racing there, the "real money” is 
represented at Saratoga during the month of 
August and neither Kentucky nor Maryland 
can hope to ever challenge Saratoga as a site 
for selling high class yearlings. 

4. I wonder how many yearlings bred in 
Maryland and sold by public auction have 
realized $10,000 or more? 

5. It is not claimed horses of the highest 
class cannot be bred in Maryland but it is an 
irrevocable fact relatively few ever have been 
bred in that state. Taking the neighboring 
states let us see off-hand what were the best 
horses bred there and then contrast them with 
the best bred in Maryland:—

delphia than the whole State of Maryland. 

6. As to putting a reserve price on a year¬ 
ling, I know of no better way to kill his sale. 
American bidders do not take kindly to re¬ 
serves and I doubt if they ever will. 

As to culls, no breeder can tell which are 
actually his culls. I know of a Futurity winner 
and the best two-year-old of his year that did 
not weight 600 lbs. in August when he was a 
yearling; he was a runt and at one time it 
looked as if he would not be trained. He grew 
like a champion after he passed his second 
birthday and now stands a fraction over 16 
hands. Moreover unless yearlings have stake 
engagements it is idle to expect high prices for 
them. 

7. As to the suggestion all yearlings be named 
before they are sold, for my part you can keep 
your yearlings if you think well enough of 
them to name them in advance of sale. When 
I buy a yearling I reserve the right to select 
what I think is an appropriate name for him; 
no breeder is going to name a yearling that I 
buy. 

8. As for the '*culls” that is the breeder’s 
not the buyer’s problem. Admittedly every 
stud breeds a number of culls annually, but it 
is equally true every large patron of the year¬ 
ling market buys a certain number of lemons 
each year. If the average breeder, or rather if 
every breeder had the **intestinal fortitude” to 
castrate seventy-five percent of his colts each 
year our racing would be benefitted immeasur¬ 
ably. For the past few years there have been 
yearling exhibitions in Maryland each Spring 
and competent judges have been on hand and 
selected what they thought were the best year¬ 
lings. A record has been kept of these selec¬ 
tions: how did they turn out as two and three 
year olds? (Editor’s Note: Balking was winner 
of the yearling filly class at the Breeders Show 
last fall.) 

9. In conclusion when Maryland breeders as 
a whole purchase a sufficient number of well 
bred and well made sires and a sufficient num¬ 
ber of high class broodmares, then, and not 
until then will Maryland gain its proper rank¬ 
ing as a breeding centre.

Dear Sir: 

I write you now my ideas of a yearling sale 
at Timonium or some other suitable place in 
Maryland. 

To establish yearling sales, you must first 
convince the public that the yearling will be 
sold with no reserve, secret or otherwise. I 
think a forfeit should be posted by all con¬ 
signors, guaranteeing that no reserve, secret or 
otherwise, will be used on their horses and 
furthermore any credit given, or sale on the 
cuff, should be done with the knowledge and 
consent of the sales management. 

To give a personal experience, twelve years 
ago, the Guernsey sales business was full of by¬ 
bidding. Through my efforts a by-law was 
added to the constitution of the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club providing that all cattle 
sold at auction must be transferred to the pur¬ 
chaser and could not be transferred back to the 
seller without the consent of the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club. 

Of course, the whole matter of registration 
and transfer of Thoroughbred horses is most 


loosely conducted. For example, I may apply 
for my registration of a foal out of a mare 
which the Jockey Club has no record of my 
ever having purchased and the foal may be by 
a horse I happen to say it is by and there is 
recjuired no Service Certificate from the owner 
of the stallion. 

In addition, the Jockey Club has a perfectly 
ridiculous rule that the breeder of a foal is the 
owner at the time of birth and not the owner 
of the dam at the time of service. 

If it were possible to require a transfer and 
record of each sale on the books of the Jockey 
Club at the cost of $1.50, and also require a 
Service Certificate from stallion owners for 
registering foals, records would be straighter 
and the handling of “ringers” much more diffi¬ 
cult. As witness, the recent case of a ringer 
where the actual mare in question was a brood 
mare in Texas. 

With the by-bidding and protection taken 
care of, I would charge sufficient entry fee, 
say $50, to keep out cheap yearlings. I would 
then personally select all yearlings and en¬ 
deavor to keep the quality as high as possible.

halt, grunters, jinked back and animals that 
could not be backed or would not lie down in 
the stable, or that had a staggery gait and in 
some instances roarers, presented similar nerve 
and bone lesions. They were apparently but

different manifestations of the same ailment. 
His findings have appeared in a series of papers 
published in The Veterinary Record, beginning 
in 193 3 and continuing down to the present 
time. The most important of his early com¬ 
munications was extensively reviewed in Veter¬ 
inary Medicine (January 1934) and his latest 
paper was published in the same magazine in 
the November issue of this year (1936). 

Mitchell’s investigation of osteomalacia in 
horses is still in progress. Some of the conclu¬ 
sions he has reached are definite, others are only 
tentative. He is convinced the condition is due 
to dietary faults, but doubts that in Scotland it 
is due exclusively to an unbalanced calcium- 
phosphorus ratio. He strongly suspects that a 
vitamin A deficiency is involved. Mitchell calls 
the condition **rheumatic disease” and appar¬ 
ently does not regard the skeletal involvement 
as primary or most important. 

Colonel Greenlee's Investigation

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ing proportion of the farm power. Conse¬ 
quently we have to depend largely upon obser¬ 
vation for the development of new facts 
concerning this animal. Getting facts by 
observation is a pretty good way to get them. 
But it takes a long time to solve complex 
problems that way. Ordinarily, scientific re¬ 
search is much speedier in finding a solution. 

Col. C. W. Greenlee was in the Philippines at 
the time of Major Kintner’s investigation of 
osteomalacia and was thoroughly familiar with 
it. He was transferred to Fort Benjamin Harri¬ 
son, near Indianapolis, in 1930. He found the 
disease nearly as common among the army 
horses at that post as it was in the Philippines 
earlier, but in a milder form. It progressed so 
slowly that most of the animals were disposed 
of before the big-head stage was reached. How¬ 
ever, among the 3 50 government animals at the 
Fost, there ultimately developed eight cases of 
l^ig head. Quite a number of cases exhibiting 
nervous derangement also occurred. 

The symptoms from the beginning to the end 
of an attack did not differ from those reported 
hy James in Missouri in 1886 or those observed 
by Hinegaugh in North Dakota ten years later, 
or by Biggs in Indiana, Hoskins and Adams in 
Pennsylvania, or Morris, Wende and others in 
New York about the turn of the century. The 
Only difference was that Greenlee recognized 
the disease as osteomalacia from the first 
symptoms, the uneasiness, the restlessness on the 
picketline, the intermittent attacks of lameness, 
now in one leg now in another, the frequent 
stumbling at a trot, the incurable lameness, 
spavins, side bones, ringbones, navicular disease, 
Various and sundry exostoses, fractures, and in 
one or two per cent, enlarged facial bones. All

were but different stages or different types of 
one and the same thing — osteomalacia — to 
Greenlee. 

All of the others mentioned, in their writ¬ 
ings, enumerated these identical symptoms as 
the osteomalacia, but if the progress of the 
disease stopped anywhere along the course, as in 
most instances it did, and did not reach the 
terminal stage of big head, they did not call 
the ailment big head, but called it lameness due 
to shoeing, or due to spavin, or side bones, or 
sprained tendons, or strained ligaments, or they 
called it navicular disease or rheumatism, etc. 
In this way they were able to justify local treat¬ 
ment for a general disease, to fire spavins, 
blister side bones, devise new shoes for navicular 
disease and apply linaments to swollen and un¬ 
swollen tendons and ligaments. The lesions in 
the cases at Fort Benjamin Harrison were 
similar to those found in the Philippines and to 
those described by Mitchell. The bone lesions 
too, duplicated those described and illustrated 
by Williams in 1905. 

Assuming most lameness and nearly all exos¬ 
toses in horses to be merely local symptoms and 
lesions of a dietary disease, and the evidence of 
this is simply overwhelming, one must explain 
why it was so prevalent at the Indiana army 
post and only sporadic on Indiana farms. The 
peculiar situation in regard to feeding affords 
an explanation. Fort Benjamin Harrison is situ¬ 
ated in a section where much fine timothy hay 
is grown. It constituted the exclusive forage 
of the animals at the Fort. For the grain ration, 
army regulations prescribe oats, but permit the 
substitution of oil meal or bran or other grains 
for a portion of the grain ration.
